Matter, and came to hislaft point, it was 0: iconclude all men fart- 
ners : and chat chebeſt of men cannor'be perfet ; which,-T know, 
would be very ſweet dodrine tomany Drunkards (and fuch as love 
their Pride and Pleaſures) there abouts : Bur, there being by the 
appointment of God, a young man inthe place, whoſe Soul loved 
Righreouſneſs, and being grieved to hear ſuchſin-pleafing, 'or li- 
cence to ungodlineſs, the Word of the Lord:was- as a fire in his 
Breſt, by which he cryed, God: agcepts mor of the Sacrifice of. fiwners 5 
therefore I warn all in the Name and fear of the Lora to:repent, repent, 
and to r:enrn wato the Loyd while they bave teme';, neither. is be worſhip+ 
ped in Temples made with hands , for he s'a.Spitit, and is worſbipped in 
the Spirit andin Trath , therefore I warn all again torepent, and returs 
unto the Lord, for it ts their fin that wakes theitonly ſeparation: #4+ 
tween God and man, but be that repents, and forſakes, and returus to 
the Lord, there is Mercy with him: When he had thus ſpoken, 
the Biſhop (Fereboam like) cryed forſome-to lay hands.on him, 
and would not reaſon out the matter, but ſoon gets his way, and 
| ſefc the people in a confuſed noiſe 's and had allthe reſt been:as en« 
vious as the Biſhop, its much, if the man had not 'been ſpoiled; 
but many of the people knowing him to be an honeſt man, it plea- 
ſedche Lord co:work for bis preſervation, and at that time had li- 
berty out .of all their hands ; b#t (as Soloman ſaith) avger reſteth 
61: the boſom of Fooles 3; for afterwardsthe Biſhop-ſent. ro warn him 
tohis courts ſo the young man-went according 10 time and place; 
and deſired, feeing the Biſhop would notRay: at-the Sceeple-houſe, 
that now he would appear co a——_— in his own court, _ 
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which he had delivered, or to own hisſhamez but he would nox 
appear, nor brivg him upon tryal, ſo the manreturned home: Bue 
the Woolf diviſed another way, giving order tothe Prieſt of the 
place to excommunicate him, which the Prieſt ſaid be would do, 
and then ſaid he, If avy one run him through with a Sword, and kit] 
him, thereis no Law againſt them: You that have an underſtand- 
ing, judge what Spirit rules this man; he alſo told the young man, 
that he bad better have broke the commands of God,and commicted 
Adultry with any lewd woman, or to have layn drunk under a 
Hedge that while, meaning that time whilſt be cryed againſt fin, 
and called to repentance, Oh Neighbours and People ! was ever 
 #thelike beard ? ſurely that Propheſie is now to be fulfiled, their 
Folly ſhall be manifeſt 10 all min, and they ſua not proceed mych furs 
they; it's like this Prieſt is brother to Prielt Fincext of London, 
who ſaid, Its better to go toa Bawdy-houſe, then to gu ro Dra- 
bers Meetings furely the Merchants of Babylon are Calling duit up» 
on their own heads, becauſe the Day is dawned, that people will 
buy their wares no more: .The ſame Prieſt at another time, told 
me, 1 deſerved to bewhipt ata Cart-tayl, andif he was in power 
to make Laws, and had che rule, he would have all ſuch as1 robe 
hanged, becauſe oppoſed bim about Sprinkling of Ghiidren, and 
called for Scripture-proof :. ls it not high time to poſt up the fruits 
of ſuch Biſhops and Prieſts as theſe? Oh, the very Nation ftinks 
of them, theyare-:a ſhame to the name of Chriſtianity. And fur- 
thermore, this Biſhop proceeded againſt his oppoſer, until by a 
private way, he ſent a writ, and fetched the man out of the field, 
not ſufſering him to go ſpeak with his terder Parents and Relations, 
or get his cloaths, but one pulled out a Piſtol, and ſaid, If he 
offcredto ur from them, he would ſhoot bim, though he never 
refiſted; fo they. took him to Warwick Goal, 20 Miles from his 
Father's bouſe, and there hath been kepr, as a cloſe Priſorer ever 
fince ; and if this Biſhop bath not appeared more like a Woolf 
then a Sheep of Chrift, let all erue Chriſtians judg : and hath nor 
the ſpirit cf Cain plainly appeared in him ? for [ mark] Cain was 
the evil doer, and the fin was laid at his door 5 and becauſe of fin, 
his Sacrifice was not accepted 3 but Abe/'s righteous Sacrifice did 
witneſs againſt Cain; and then Cain (like this Biſhop) was full 
of wrath to deſtroy his Brothex : So lex all people ſe, whoſe _ 
ene 
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_ the Biſhops and Prieſts walk by, Cair's rule, for Perfecutior : 


Balaaw's rule, for Reward : Corab's rule, for gainſaying the 


Truth : Now let us try the Biſhop by his own Text, Pſalm the firſt, 
Bleſfed is the man that walketh not i the counſel of the ungodly  & yer 
at the ſame time, manifeſts whoſe counſel he takes, ſuch as Ferobo= 
am, and wicked Ahab, and Herod ; but not the counſel of Chriſt, 
who bids, Love Exemies, and overcome evil with goods but it was no 
evil work to bid ſinners to repent, and curn co God : (again as 
to his Text) nor ſtandeth in the way of finners, but adclighteth in 
the Law of God: And yer, at the ſame time, himlelf. not only 
ftanding in the way of fin, but pleading for a continuance in it term 
of life; ſurely boys and girls may ſee chis mans confufien: Now that 
which fulfils the royal Laws, z #0 do av 0ne would be done by; but who 
believes the Biſhop would be ſerved, as he hach done: Verſe 3. 
He ſhall be like a T ree planted by the rivers of water, that hrings forth 
fruit in due ſeaſen ; well, Every Tree # kuown by its frait, but we 
fee this o)d Thorn-:ike-man, doth not bring forth ſweet Grapes, 
but untimely fruit, by which its manifeſt his root 15 not watered by 
a River of Life and Love; bur by the foul black puddles of Egype, 
ſuch as Pharaoh's hard heart and root was watered by, which made 
himgrow up in rebellion againſt God, and reje& the counſel of bis 


fervants, and ftrive to bring and keep the righteous People in bon» 


dage; let all people confider this, the cloſe of the Text 3 The wwe 
godly are like the Chaff which the wind driveth away ; well, it is fin 
that makes a man unlike God, and that is it which this man lives in, 
and pleads for : And ſo he, and ail ſuch, are in thoſe chathe no- 
tions, and amongſt the husks where rbe Swine feed; and when the 
Word and Power of the Lord appears in his Servants againſt 
them, they run, and are driven like Chaff: For if this Biſhop had 
been of the weighty Seed, he would have taken up better Weapons, 
and ſtood to his cauſe : Bur the 5th verſe faich, The u»goaly hal 
mot ſtand in Fudgment : And verſe the 6th, The way of the ungodly 
ſrall periſh : And fo the Bilhop's Text is opened, nnd he manifeſted ro 
be one, that can uſe his tongue, ro ſay, The Lord faith, and the 
Prophets ſay, and the Apoſtles teſtifie thus and thus; and fo ro 
Atrive to cover bimſelf with ſheeps clothing 3 but, its proved, be 1s 
ravened from that Life and Spirit of Love which dwelt in them, 


and by which they were guided to bring forth the fruits of the Spirit; 
even 
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even Merkneſs, Forbearance, Brotherly-kindueſs, and of other heavenly 
Vertnes,&'c and is following the luſts of the fleſh, according as 
they are declared, Gal. 5. 2c,21. but not according to Paxl's Exhor- 
tation, ſee 1 Tim. 3. alſo Titus I 7, 8, 9, 10, I. they who would 
know a true Biſhop, let them not miſs reading theſe places; for, 
although many may call the Scriptures their rule, the name of a 
Chriſtian now muſt not ſerve, and to live in the nature of Heathens 
and Infidels, tearing like Dogs, and Swine, and Wolves: and what is 
the matter wich many called Biſhops and Prieſts of late, they begin 
to ſtir more then formerly to proſecute their deſign againſt the 
innocent Lambs of Chriſt ? do you think your Seat is ſtabliſhed - 
forever? many of youcamein hungry a few years fince, but your 
on yearly revenues hath ſoon fed you up, and now you begin to 

ick, and grow wanton : Will not {trong drink and wine ſerve to 
content you ſtill? muſt you needs have the Saints Blood to ſup, 
and mingle with your Sacrifice * will not bloody Bonzer's ſpirit be 
yet laid among you ? Fou would fain be blowing the Fire, the 
bottom of the Cup will be bitter to you: Well, take your day, and 
do your work, there is an eye open that ſees you will ſoon be ripe, 
if you goon; The Anger of the Lord of Hoſts is already kindled ; 
and though you may forcifie your ſelves to an evil work of Perſe. 
cution; think not to ſpeed better then they which undertook it 
before you, for the Lord is on our fide, before whom the firength 
of all men is bur like a Buli-ruſh; and though you. may ſeek to 
Kings, Councils, and Parliaments, for add, in ſuch a work, the 
more you ſtrive, the weaker you ſball grow; and-when you have 
filled up your meaſure, and your iniquity is full, the ſower Grape 
ſhall be caft into the Wine-preſs of God's Wrath, and your lofty 
Tooks ſhall be bowed, and | muſt tell you, from your ſears of Covert- 
ouſneſs, and Opreſſion,and Cruelty, and Violence,you {hall be over- 
turned ; and though you mock at Revelation, and movings by the 
Spirit, when this is fulfilled upon you, remember ic was told you by 
the Spirit of Truth. 

And all people high, and low, who are yet inthe broad way, 
walking ar eaſe in the fleſh, minde your latter end, and take heed 
of following ſuch Blind-Guids, who daub you; with untempered 
Morter, telling you, you are good Chriſtiavs, and Believers, and 
Children of Abraham, and heirs of Chriſt's Kingdom , though 
you 
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you live inthat which car never enter : Oh,awake to Righteouſneſs, 
while the door of Mercy is open; and come to Judgment, that ye 
may know God's Word in your hearts like a Hammer to knock 
down all Satans works; and like a Fire, toburn them up out of your 
hearts: For, itsthe heart that God requires; and take heed of 
pleading ignorance, but mind that Light of Grace , in you, which 
manifeſts fin, and believe in it, that ſo you may receive Power to 
overcome it : For, its thoſe that overcomes, that have right co en- 
ter the Kingdom ; bur fin and unbelief ſhuts out of it. 

And all you who ſee the deceit of the Deceivers, and yet follow 
them for faſhion-ſake, or for fear of ſuffering for the Truth, if you 
ſhould keave them, and waik in it : I warn you from the Lord, (un- 
to whom one day you muſt give account) to take heed and con- 
conſider, you have immortal Souls lies at hazard, and if you do 
not obey the call of God, to come ont of Sodow and Babylon, you 
muſt have a ſhare of their Judgments; for they that have eyes,and 
will not ſee, and ears,- #nd will not hear, but ſport themſelyes in 
the day. time, and flights the day of their viſitation, and puts far 
the evil day , che Lord will overtake ſuch as a Thief in the night, 
and'chen though they may call and cry, it will be ſaid unto ſuch, I 
called,and ye would not hear, ſo as to anſwer me by obedience; and 
' therefore now when ye call,l will not anſwer you with my Salvation, 
which in rime paſt 1 freely offered unto you in the day when my 
Light ficed in your hearts, by which you knw what you ought 
todv, ird what you ought not rodo; but yourefuſed che good, 
and choſe this prefent evil World, and the pleaſures that are there- 
in, and won'd not take up the Croſs, bur denied me before men, and 
ſer at nought my Counſel, and ſtiffned your necks, and would not 
bow to \my yoke; thereforeiſhall you have a reward according to 
your doings ; think on this, all you lyke-warm Profeſſors, and you 
who love the'praiſe of men more then to follow the Lord in:che-way 
of Self-dental, for God will not be mocked, from whom every man
